LAND OPENED IN GENEVA 


FOR PUBLIC ACCESS 


“I’m sure there are sp- 
ortsmen in this part of Ala- 
bama who will be interested 
in the sports sites that have 
been opened on nearby farm- 
land. Approximately 77,000 
acres of farmland in Geneva 
County, Alabama, has been 
opened for free public ac- 
cess, H. S. Enfinger, Coffee 
County ASCS Executive Direc- 
tor said. 

Hunting and ~ fishing are 
the two main activities usual- 
ly available on most of the 
farms, selected for their qual- 
ity recreation in responsetoa 
heavy demand for such out- 
door use inthis area. These 
farms in Geneva County are 
participating in a 1974 Pilot 
Access Program of ASCS, of 
the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture (USDA). 

This test recreational pro- 
gram was approved for ten 
states. In- each state the ASC 
State Committee designated 
five counties where farm and 
ranch owners were-.invited to 
participate in the program. 
In the agreement, there is no 
charge for sportsmen to use 
the farmland, and roadside 
posters have been provided 
to help identify the farms. 
Further information about 
activities and farm location 
is available in the Geneva 
County ASCS Office.

AARC Held Reorganizational 
Meeting At Farm Center 


The Coffee County Chapter 
of the local Association For 
Retarded Citizens and the 
handicapped held their reor- 
ganizational meeting on Tues- 
day night, September 17, 1974 
at the New Brockton Farm 
Center. 

The out going President, 
James L. Sawyer, and Trea- 
surer, Richard McCabe pre- 
sided. They were asked to 
serve on the Board of Direc- 
tors. 

Mr. Doug Sandford, execu- 
tive director of mental health, 


for the State of Alabama, was 
guest speaker. Mr. John Wood- 
son, Community Consultant for 
the Alabama Association of Re- 
tarded Citizens presented an 
excellent film that made the 
audience aware of the need for 
extension as well as intensive 
training programs forall men- 
tally and physically handi- 
capped individuals. 

New officers were elected 
at this meeting. They are as 
follows: William A. Price, 
president; Clark Edwards, 
vice-president and sécretary; 
and Mary Cannon, treasurer. 

The month of November has 
been designated as Mental Re- 
tardation Month. Sunday Nov- 
ember 3rd has been proclaimed 
Mental Retardation Sunday for 
the State of Alabama, by Gov. 
George C. Wallace. 

Judge Sawyer, Probate 
Judge of Coffee County, stated 
that this association was or- 
ganized several years ago, and 
has aided in the development 
of many programs for the re- 
tarded. However, in recent 
years the organization has be- 
come somewhat inactive. Saw- 
yer stated that there is agreat 
and urgent need to revitalize 
this organization and increase 
the effectiveness of this par- 
ticular program, ° 

He called specific atten- 
tion to the actions of the De- 
partment of Mental Health to 
make more efforts to utilize 
remaining funds allocated to 
community services for the 
mentally retarded. 

These individuals need the 
help and support of every per- 
son. Individuals, groups, vol- 
unteers, and governmental ag- 
encies should combine to get 
better aid for these citizens, 
to make them fee! that they 
are an important part of our 
society and way of life. 

Above all they need love 
and understanding to reach 
their highest potentials in life. 


How can you help? Youand 
only you can help by spreading 
the word to individuals to make 
the public aware of their great 
need for acceptance as mem- 
bers of our normal society. 
You can start by supporting 
your local association, Mem- 
bership fee for families is 
$6.00, individuals $5.00, and 
business or corporation 
$25.00. 

This association does in 
no way conflict with the special 
education classes which we 
are now so very fortunate to 
have in our schools. 

With training, 25 out of 
30 exceptional children can 
be educated in the basic skills 
of reading, writing, and ari- 
thmetic. As adults these in- 
dividuals can be employed in 
semi-skilled and unskilled 
work, Four of every 30 can 
be trained to take care of per- 
work. , Of the remaining five, 
four can be trained to take 
care of personal needs and to 
do simple tasks at home, or in 
sheltered workshops. As 
adults they will be semi- 
independent. Only one of 30 
will require around the clock 
care throughout life. 

These exceptional citizens 
and handicapped need help. You 
as an interested citizen can 
help. How? By attending 
the local ARC meetings. 


The Alabama Association 
for Retarded Citizens is a 
State-wide organization of 
some 25 chapters, an effective 
voice in behalf of the retard- 
ed. Here are some AARC 
functions:

The Elba Tigers evened 


, their record at 2-2 Friday night 


with a 26-9 win over Dale 
County. The Warriorsare now 
0-4 for the season 


After receiving the opening 
kick-off, the Tigers promptly 
marched 82 yards to paydirt. 
Riding the running of Bill Mick- 
le, and the passing of Max 
Fuller to Stan Lewis, the Tig- 
ers drove to the Warriorthree 
yard line, where Ronnie Cul- 
ver bulled over for the touch- 
down. Clive Collier’s pat was 
good, and Elba quickly led 7-0 


The Warriors drove right 
back down the field, and when 
the drive stalled Bobby Hen- 
derson kicked a 35 yard field 
goal to narrow the score. The 
first quarter ended moments 
later, with the score, Elba 7, 
Dale County 3. 


The Warriors lone touch- 
down of the game came after 
Bobby Henderson picked off 
an erant Elba pass at the 
Dale County 35 yard line. After 
Mark Moore gained 13 yards 
on a reverse, Bobby Hender- 
son threw a long pass down- 
field, and Wayne Parker grab- 
bed the ball in a crowd, and 
dashed into the endzone for 
the score The kick sailed 
wide, but at halftime, the score 
was Dale County 9%-Elba 7. 


The Tigers regained the 
lead by driving 71 yards in 
the third period for a score. 


After Bill Mickle bulled 
for seven yards out to the 38, 
Max Fuller passed to Freddie 
Hanchey for the first down 
at the Elba 43 yard line. Full- 
er then kept for a three yard 
gain, followed by an eight yard 
dash by Mickle down to the 
Warrior’s 47. Larry Phillips 
then gained seven yards, but 
Culver was dropped for a two 
yard loss, bringing up a third 
and five. Phillips swept the 
left side for 8 yards, giving 
the Tigers a first down and 10 
at the Dale County 34. After 
Phillips gained three, Bill 
Mickle broke loose for 12 
yards to the Warrior 19.

The pat was again 
blocked, but with only 4:45 left 
in the game, Elba led 26-9. 


The Warriors drove deep 
in Elba territory late in the 
game, but the Tigers Bruce 
Donaldson’s interception ended 
the threat, and Elba ran out 
the clock.

Poise Under 
Emergency 


‘Elated” is the word to 
describe Elba General Hospi- 
tal administrator James 
Nichols this week as he thinks 
back to the professional way 
all concerned handled their 
job Saturday night following the 
bomb thréat. Nichols, who 
never misses a chance to brag 
on the hospital staff, was also 
full of praise for policemen, 
deputy sheriffs, highway pa- 
trolmen, firemen and rescue 
squad members. He told this 
newspaper, “I was amazed at 
the speed and efficiency of 
these people in an emergen- 
cy.” He also commented that 
he didn’t realize there were 
aS many state troopers in 
Alabama as responded to one 
call for assistance! 

The drama began to unfold 
Saturday night at approximate- 
ly 9:30 p.m. when a telephone 
call was received at the hos- 
pital stating that a bomb had 
been planted somewhere inthe 
building and was set to explode 
before daylight. The call was 
received by Mrs. Blackmon 
and she noted that the voice 
Seemed to be that of a female, 
A later call from the same 
person simply asked if the 
heating system was working 
and hung up. 

Nichols was notified in En- 
terprise and before returning 
to the hospital, he made arr- 
angements for all patients to 
be housed in vacant beds in 
an Enterprise hospital if nec- 
essary. 

During this time hospital 
employees and laW officers 
began a quiet search of every 
inch of the hospital, search- 
ing for a possible bomb. Ft. 
Rucker bomb disposal squads 
stood by to remove any ex- 
plosive found. 

When a complete search 
turned up nothing, Nichols sat 
down with experienced law of- 
ficers and they discussed pro- 
bable. places for hiding such 
a device. These places were 
Searched again, and then the 
entire complex was checked 
again--all this without disturb- 
ing the patients. Also the 
nursing home was checked 
without waking any residents, 

At 12:15 a.m. the decision 
was made to move all patients 
to Enterprise, “just to be 
Safe.” Within thirty minutes 
all 21 patients had been pre- 
pared for the move and all 
but one had been moved (a 
heart patient that: for safety. 
reasons it was felt she should 
wait for an ambulance to re- 
turn). Patients able to sit 
up were transported on law en- 
forcement cars with nurses 
attending each car. 

The nurses on duty at Elba 
General,” remained on duty at 
the Enterprise hospitals throu- 
ghout the night. 

Local regular and auxiliary 
policemen remained on duty 
at the local hospital through- 
out the night. 

All patients were returned 
to the local hospital at 10:00 
a.m. Sunday morning.

At Ft. Rucker 


Hourly wage increases 
ranging from 20 to 22 cents 
became effective Sunday, Oct- 
ober 6, for 663 blue collar 
employees at Ft. Rucker. 

Issued by the Department 
of Defense, the pay rates con- 
tained in the new schedule 
are based on a survey of rates 
paid by private industry in the 
Dothan, Alabama wage area, 

It was established under the 
Felleral Wage System and app- 
lies to employees paid from 
appropriated funds whoare en- 
#aged in laboring, trades, and 
crafts occupations. Ft. Rucker 
is the principal employer of 
Such people in this area, 


get back to work quickly. Ham 
has four permanent em- 
ployees -- three mechanics 
and one parts Manager at the 
shop. 

Asked if he sees any ad- 
vantage in having one central 
shop, Ham says, ‘The main 
thing is that we are Saving 
taxpayers money, maintaining 
equipment better and keeping 
better records. Each piece of 
machinery in the county is 
numbered and we keep a ser- 
vice record for each vehicle, 
When a vehicle is repaired, 
exactly what and when the re- 
pair was is recorded.

We can maintainthe equipment 
better - this will extend the 
life of the machinery. 


“Another plus is that all 
the gasoline and diese) fuel is 
kept in one place in our two 
10,000 gallon tanks. When a 
piece of machinery is filled 
up, the mileage and the am- 
ount of fuel put in are writ- 
ten down. We can keep up with 
how well each piece of ma- 
chinery is performing by ch- 
ecking how much fuel or gas 
it is using,”’ 

Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer says, ‘‘We saw that a 
county shop was an important 
part of the unit system as we 
visited similar operations, We 
combined all county equipment 
in this one operation instead 
of having four separate shops 
We have done away with a lot 
of wasted motion and over- 
lapping. Having the unit Sys- 
tem in which all county road 
construction and maintenance 
equipment is kept in one place 
under the direction of the 
county engineer has made our 
highway department more ef- 
ficient, 

“We haven’t been under the 
un# system quite a year yet. 
And starting a new system, 
especially one that the people 
of the county aren’t familiar 
with, is difficult. We also know 
that any time you begin any- 
thing new, you have to Spend 
extra money to get started. 
We spent $55,000 on the shop 
and tools. And combining all 
equipment, getting equipment 
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Shop Operating 


that will operate and planning 
an Operating procedure takes 
time.”’ 

In recent months work and 
maintenance on the county’s 
dirt roads have improved, 
Evidently, the unit system is 
beginning to show real results.
